8. To see what amount of money the town will vote to raise 
for lighting the streets. 

9. To see what amount of money the town will vote to raise 
for the purchase of school books and supplies. 

10. To direct how the school money shall be expended. 

11. To see what amount of money the town will vote to raise 
for the support of the reading rooms of the Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union. 

12. To see what action the town will take for procuring 
material for a history of the town of Lancaster, and for publi- 
cation thereof. 

13. To see what action the town will take in regard to 
adopting chapter 49 of the Laws of 1891, as incorporated into 
the Public Statutes, known as the ‘‘Australian Ballot Law,” for 
use at its annual elections. 
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14. To see if the town will vote to receive deposits of 
money in trust from individuals, the income of which shall be 
expended perpetually for keeping in repair the lots in the cem- 
eteries designated by said donors, and to provide for the keep- 
ing and expending of such monies. 

15. To see what amount the town will instruct the selectmen 
to pay towards the building of the sidewalk that was built last 
summer, commencing at the southeast corner of N. H. Rich- 
ardson & Sons block on Middle street, thence to Main street, 
thence on the east side of Main street to the north line of P. J. 
Noyes block, and from the southeast corner of S. G. Evans 
block on the west side of Main street, to the northeast corner of 
J) P. Haseltine’s block. 

16. Tosee if the town will vote to buy one-fourth acre of 
land adjoining the cemetery near L. M. Straw’s for the purpose 
of enlarging the same.

Which has been expended in building Macadam streets and 
keeping in repair some eight miles of street and road. 

SIDEWALKS.—With $275.80 we have taken up 3,200 feet 
of old plank walk which had become unsafe, and replaced it 
with sand, gravel, and rock walk,—also broken rock to the 
value of $75—for the concrete walks. ; 

SEWERS.—Of the $289.56 expended for sewers $182.18 
was paid for pipe laid on the extension of the Railroad street 
sewer, made by the order of the State Board of Health, the 
balance on Middle and Cemetery streets, and the Town Hall 
sewer which was torn up in the spring freshet. | 

Rock CRUSHER.—For the $190.51 the town has the rock 
crusher and engine, set in place, with a good house over them, 
and a set of tools (bars, drills, hammers, screens, barrows, etc.), 
for handling stone from the ledge. 
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MACADAM STREETS.—In building these streets I have 
endeavored to make a stone road on a well-drained foundation, 
covered with a smooth water-shedding roof of pure, hard, 
crushed rock, rolled solid, the stone broken fine enough to fill 
its own crevices, and large enough to endure travel. Of this 
road we have made 5,347 square yards, of an average depth of 
eight inches, which should be worth to us, at 40 cents per yard, 
$2,138.00. 

THE COST TO THE TOWN for the highways in this district 
has been, (exclusive of supervision), $1,760.75. This was 
expended as follows: 


Team work $ 740 24 
Plank 38 43 
Wood 33 00 
Drain pipe 84 76 
Repair of tools 33 80 
Repair of machines | 19 68 
Labor and incidentals 810 84 

Total $1,760 75 


With this we have made three new culverts of drain pipe, 
replanked five culverts, carted away the mud and dirt from Elm 
and Main streets,and kept in repair the roads and streets of the 
district. Thus the actual cost of the stone road must be much 
less than the estimate of 40 cents per yard.
